IF Books like Gloaths, were to be accounted Fa*^ 
fhionable only by what is in ufe at Courf^ 
then I confefs to reprint one now, that was 
publilhed in Queen Elizdethh time, would 
look no lefs Ridiculous than publickly to ap- 
, pear in a Dre(s, that was modilh in her Reign. 
But finee Age, which makes one Conteniptible, gives 
Reputation to the other, I know no BA^fe<^^riVK^\ ^^^js. 
foUowingDilcourfe liiould uot m^^t ^^v^-^Vx^^^^^^"^- 
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tion, having many Qualifications to recommend it to 
the Favour both of Papifts and Proteftants. ' As firft 
it was compofed by a Prieft of the Church of Rome^ 
with the Confeilt and in the Name of many more, and 
was then a Preface to a Treatife which gained . fuch 
efteem, that the whofe Impreffion was in a little time 
^oUcaion bought up by the CathoHcks: Since which time (4) the

s. Prints tunate to the BookfelIers,as to pleafe Proteftants'of late, 
^77 and nolefs than it did Papifts heretofore. Add to thefe 
^' Confiderations, that as this Traft was writ by one 

that lived when the Penal Laws were Enafted, and 
was a Sufferer by them, fb will there be no Caufe of 
Sufpicion to the Reader, That the account which is 
here given of the Rife and occafion of thofe Laws is 
partial on the Proteftants fide ; but on the contrary it 
will appear, that it does exadtly agree with the moft 
Authentick Hiftory of that time : For which Reafbn it 
is thought convenient to prefix an Abftrad of the firft 
twenty five Years of Queen EUzdeth\ Reign ((hew- 
ing the exa£): Agreement betwixt the Hiftorians of 
that Time, and the following Trad ) wherein the 
Colleftor has t?iken care to report very little or no- 
thing upon the fingle Credit of any one Proteftant 
Writer. And for luch Treafbns and Rebellions as are 
laid to the Charge of Papifts, they are throughout the 
whole owned and acknowledged by Catholicks them- 
felves, whofe Words are in the following Abftradl 
conftantly and faithfully tranfcribed, when the Au- 
thors are in Englifb. And as for liich as are in other 
Languages, he has been ( perhaps to a Fault ) care- 
/uJ^ not to make the Authot fpeak more ia the Trant 
^ima thaa in the Original. , ^ 
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So that thole late Writers who have undertaken to 
cenliire the Proceedings of the Queen, or the Laws ^ 

made in her Reign, as Unjuft or Cruel, and inconfi- 
ftent with the gentle Spirit of Chriftianity, nuift fay 
Ibmething to deftroy the Credit of both Proteftant 
and Papift Writers in that time, or juftifie the Trea- 
fons and frequent Rebellions of her Ma jefties Subjefts, 
which were the Occafion of thofe Laws. Neither of 
which we will furmife concerning the Gentlemen of 
the Romifh Rcligon. 

If it be enquired why a Diicourfe upon this Subjeft 
is publiflit now ?! anfwer, to let the World know. 
That the Legiflative Power was not fo unchriftianly 
us'd, as is now ordinarily reprefented ; the State be- 
ing inevitably driven upon thofe fevere Methods to 
preferve the Crown upon her Majefties Head, there 
having been Secret Praftices both at home and abroad, 
for twelve Years, againft her Majefty by an ungovern- 
able Faftion of the Romanifts, before any Law was 
Enafted direftly againft them. And whether the 
lame Faftion have yet (b far laid afide its Ancient Spi- 
Tit, as that the Religion now eftablifhed can be fe- 
cure without thofe Laws, I fubmit to the Determi- 
nation of thofe to whom it does belong. If it be 
lixged, That Proteftants are now fccure of their Reli- 
gion by vertueof the Toleration ; I anfwer, they hope 
they are (b during his Sacred Majefties Life, and do 
depend upon his Royal Word for their Security. ; but 
this they humbly conceive does liot oblige his SucceP 
' ibrs to thciike Clemency : And if it fhould happen, 
,( which tho' improbable, and contrary to our Wifhcs 
and Prayers, mAy come to pafs ) that the Englifh '' , 
Grown Qiould be fet upon the Head of the Duke qC 
^Avoy ox Kxngoi Spain ^ they could \\^s^ Xv^^^^^"^^^ 

tocxped the like Favour, 'v?;3Ltv^^\vcv^x.^'^^^^^^^^^ 
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from what we fee in daily praftice in Frarjce^ SpAtn 
and luly^ and know to be the profeflTed DoQrins of 
the Church of Romej in feveral Councils, enjoyning 
That Heretical Princes, and thdfe that neglefl: to root 
out Hereticks, fhall be depofed, as was actually pra- 
Q:is'd upon the Emperor Frederick II. 
, But befides this, let thefe Gentlemen inftance in any 

one Popifh Country, in the whole World, where 
ever a Toleration for Liberty of Confcience was per- 
mitted, longer than they could with Security to themr 
lelves withdraw it : And withal, let but the Jefuits, 
now in England^ folemnly declare. That punifhing 
fuch as differ from them in matters of Religion, for 
Confcience fake, is unlawful initsfelf; andlikewife 
convince the Wori^, That their Church-Laws do not 
oblige them to proceed againft Hereticks with Fire and 
Sword, and they may alfure themfelves that Prote- 
ftants will be glad of fb Jufl: an Occafion of laying a- 
fide their ancient Jealoufies of them. But till this be 
done, they think themfelves fairly excu fable. 

We cannot but obferve, that in thofe very Books 
written by Romanifls , to perfuade us to repeal • 
the Penal Laws againfl them, they ftill vindicate and 
excufe the Severities and utmofl Cruelties of C^iJ/^r^s 
Perfecution, and all thofe Laws which are now exe* 
cuted againft Proteftants in other Countries ; and at 
vacate of the fame time they tell us.

Secondly, Hereticks are never condemned without the 
Tejlimony of many Lawful fVitnejfes both Living and 
Deadf &C. 

Thirdly , The Inquijttion praStifeth all imaginary 
means towards the Accufed^ to reduce his Judg^ 
ment. 

'His Fourth Reafbn is. That the Inquijition is per^ 
mitted in no IQngdom where Herefie is numerous j nor 
can it ( faith he ) be in Juftice^ 8cc. ij 

Fifthly, The Inquijition medkth not with thofe who 
mte never Catholicks^ &c. 

Sixthly, The Inquifition condemns no Hereticks to 
Death y but declares their Herefe^ to the end that the *"■ 

Faithful may avoid their Converfation : ^Tis true the Se- 
cular Power executes the Sentence of Death againjl them^ 
notwithfianding the Inquifition doth protejl againH the 
Rigour J and deftreth that the Hereticks may not be pu* 
nijbed with Death.

being equally guilty with them, it betongeth to Priefts to clear the innocent Catholic 
and leave the Jefuites in the * Suds, and our Adverfaries to thofe that have to do w: 
them. 

The intent of this Dilcourfer in the Name of the 
Secular Priefts in general, is not tcT impeach any one

bis Father left, again (L EngU^d^ it is moH apparent 
by the prefent Adion in hdxnJL^ now wholly bioughfi 
into Combuftion by him : And. laftly by fundry of 
Father Parfons .Subjects lent thither to be Agents 
on the Spanifh behalf for that pur pole. AH which 
do convmce the Jefiiitical Hifpanized Faftion^ of 
Falfliood,, Hypocrifie^. Sedition and Trealbn, and 
that it is not ReHgion which the King prefent 
doth care for , more than his Father did before 
him : But maketh that only a Pretence to (educe 
all Catholicks^ and draw them to Rebellion, hope> 
ing thereby to have, their fpeedier Aid and Aili-^ 

. ^ fiance, making them, and you all ("dear Catho- 
licks } to cut one anothers Throaif . If the QUefti-

ters of Faith , neither ought, nor could by the 
Law of God, of Nature , of Nations , or Cu- 
ftomj ever heard of in any Nation, deprive any 
one inferiour Subjefl; (much lefs^ faid he, in 
the^ fame place, any Sovereign ) from their 
Right of Inheritance , or Lawful SuccefHon by 
Birth or Blood , to afiy thing they had Right 
unto otherwife, non obfi^nte Recuiancy on the 
one (ide, or HereQe on the other fide. And yet 
now he maketh the Cafe in his Jfpendix 4s clear 
contrary J on the behalf of Spain : Againfi both 
England , France , and, Scotland, to all which 
three, he there hath entituled the Lady Infanta^^ 
fetting now th^ whole Jefuitical Vp-reft , upon the 
Sfan^ Hrrtune, either to be advanced, or for 
ever caft down, overthrown and utterly ruinated 
-by that their FadicMi. Ef the Queftion be about 
the verifying of all this to be true ; the Trea- 
tife following doth iii (bme fort, declare it. Firfti 
how trpacheroufly he hath dealt again ft her Ma- 
jefty and this KTingdom in the other King's time : 
Secondly his own Books and Hand Writings arc 
and will be brought forth as Witneffes againft 
him , concerning the entituling of the Infantit 
to the EngKfli Crown. Thirdly , the general 
Speech given out long ago , and flill continu!* 
ed on to this prefent, make his Intent plain, viz.

a SpLe for EngUndy to have intended to have fet 
the Spanifh Fleet on fire (which had been, though 
unfitting for his Honour, yet not undefervedly on 
the Spanifh behalf, as Enemies to his native Coun- 
try) and that his Lordfhipcamebut into&^^/tf/^J 
to colour his Vices, as being (fay they mod inju- 
rioufly and falfly) a Libertme, an Atheift, of na 
Religion. And all this, becau(e,true CamiUusAikCr 
he ftood on the behalf of his Sovereign, • the King- 
dom, and the Crown of England^ againft the Spa- 
nifh Infanta^s furmifcd Title to the fame. As in 
another place I have fhewn at large on the behalf 
of that Noble Lord, whofe Houfe and Perfbn I 
have ever deeply afFeflred, if for many refpeds, yet 
in chief for this his Loyal Heart to his Sovereign, 
and'^his native Soil baniuied^ though he be living in 
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exile tor the prelent, which blight move his Honour 
to carry a dlfhonourable mind, were he of a Je* 
itiitical Traiterous humour, from the which he hath 
ever proved to have been free. 

Ihirdfyy Tor that after this (this Traitor, Varfons 

I mean) his Pranks playM in SfAtn^ for drawing 

all our Englifh Nation, there to be intangled with 

his unnatural Confpirafiies, or elie utterly difgraCed, 

difcredited^ and pgc in danger of lofing for ever 

their good Karnes (yea, and their Lives befides, 

as to tome it happened) be prelently after pofls 

me up to Romey vehemently ut^ioc to have had 

his (aid infamous Libel of Titles to be Kad in the 

Refedory, at Meat-time^ infteadof a *^iricual Re« 

paft (as the manner is there) for none other end$ 

as all the World might fee ic^ but to inake known 

by that means bis malicious Mind (p his native 

Sovereign and this Realm ; bis double diltgence to ' 

advance himfelf and his Society, by the SpaKiards 

means ; and his falle » deceitful , and moft ma^ ^ 

lignant Heart againft the Secular and Seminary 

Priefts, and other Englifh Students there, viz, to 

have them infefted, inveigled, intangled in that 

poifbned and moft peftilent Net of his, caft to have 

intraptthem, and you all (dear Catholicks^ that 

iliould have received them; by this means fhifting 

his Ihamelefs Neck out of the Coller, to have 

choaked them with it by publick Fame, that they 

had received fucha traiterous, (editious, and moft 

infamous Book, made (as he gave out) by a Secular 

Prieft Mr. Do/ewan, and the Appendix to it by 

Cardinal AlUne^ alfb a Secular or Ecclefiaftical 

Prelate ffb to have left the Jefuites) O good, holy, 

religious 
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reUgtous Men , never medling in State-Matters ) 
free and unacquainted with (uch Pradices. But 
contrary to his Expectation, the Students there re- 
jeded it as a treacherous Libel, and him as a lewd 
leditious Traitor at that time, though it bred their 
greater affliftion, as being ever fince tormented 
and over^tyrannized by him. ^ 

Fourthly, For that the Plot being once laid 
in fuch fort for the Jeiuitical advancement by the 
Spanifb, as no way left for them to ftart out from, 
or to leave that Nation ; but to work their own j 

deilruQion, and deep-down overthrow, perceivinj 
withal thatfliey (the Jefuitical or SpanifhFaQion^ 
had received already (b many difgufts, repulfes, 
di(graces, and in all their attempts for EngUnA^ 
hitherto moft unfortunate, asimpoflible i^to Ipeak 
thoraily) ^er to fpeod otherwife , reaping no 
<]cubt, high indignation at God^s hands, for this 
their nnxkery of God, and his Catholick Church 
and Religion (never heard of to have been fought 
for by any ApofHe to be reftored, by fuch prepo- 
fierou$, ambitious, irreligious and bloody means : ) 
He thcreforti ^this Polypragrtion Parfons) fet out 
a Book entituled, The High Counfel of Reformation 
for England, &c. Wherein he will have the old 
Homan Agrarean Law, fb firmly eftablifhed in 
tbis I^nd, as no Fee Si Aiple of Idneritanee (hall be 
left for any Englifh, from the Prince tath6 Free- 
hdder, to Poffefs, Enjoy, and leave by Succeflion 
of Birth and Blood, to his Pofterity, as to his next 
Heirs, further than as the Spanifli Jefuitical Court, 
Cdunicil and Governors fhall appoint for them ; 
-doubti(^ left eithdr he (hould be fruftrated of his 

1 V^^^ 
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f hope from .S^^ii/r, or the Englifh alienM from him 

^^ and his fa£tious Society in AfFeSion : If (zs he 

feared) they fhould once hear of his unnatural 
coufening, hypocritical, falle, ambitious heart to? 
wards his native Country, People and Nation. 

To the fame end alio, and to give yoa and us 
all (dear Catholicks) an unkindly Mask> to blear 
our Eyes, to inveigle our Minds^ and ta draw all 
on more eafily^ plaufibly, and with lefs repugnance 
to the Spanilh Fa£lion ; he hatti lately deviled and 
procured by falie Suggedions, and forcibly foifteil 
in ujx>n us, a mod: ftrange kind of Authority to 
be eftabliflied throughout this whole Ifle oiEngUf§iy 
ScotUnd and WaUs^ which although it bear aa 
outward oftentative fhew of advancing the Secular 
Priefts^ by appointing one Mr. BlackmU (thought 
of the moil: part to hQ of that number) to be our 
Archprieft ; yet in very deedy it wa^ the ohiy Plot he 
had to further the Sfaniard^ and the mod efFe£tu2^ 
means he could pofiibly have deviled, to give to 
the Secular Clergy, that condemn his defignments^ 
and in truth to all Prieftsi Prelates and Princes in 
Chriftendom (if he might prevail here in EngUndf) 
the greatefl: downfal that ever yet was given them 
by any Innovation^ Supplantation, or other Machi- 
vilian device of Infidel, Heretick, or Atheid* For 
notwitbftanding that the Archprieft muft carry 
the Name of a Secular Prieft ; Yet is his Autho- 
rity given him with (iich Limitations, Caveats, 
Cautels and Proviib's, as neither hath he any thing 
in the univerfal World to do or deal in, with or 
againft the Jeiuites , further than as in way. of 
Courtefiei they pleale to make jiim acquainted 
^ withal. 
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Avkhal, for CO edg? (bmecimc^ forward to defpe- 
ratecourfes : Neither yec can he, neither dare he 
do any thing but as the Jeiuites, and their Pro- 
vincial Garnet do and fhall aflign hi.ni. So as in 
effed Vdrfons^ who^ commandeth GAtntt and ail 
the reft of the Jefuites here, hath the managing 
of all the Affairs of the Church, yea, and Com- 
xnoirweakh among them, together with the difpo- 
fingof you all (dear Catholicks) fb many of you 
as do adhere to the Jefuitical or Spaniih FaQion. 
And conlequently , as by this means he and his 
Confederates have incurred 4 Aoublt Premumre (as 
in anotl;»er place, viz. in the Book (f fiuodlihets^ 
I mean God mlling to declare, J (b. intendeth he 
thereby to dr^w you all into the ^mt Predicament 
"^Premunirialztidoflrtaiba with bim; to the end 
you may be more eager (being once in that de- 
fperate cafe he and his do flahd in) to purfue 
your own native Country, your Flefh and Blood, 
yourdea«ft Friends, .with hoftile hand, agreeing 
to the Dance that he hath led you already, in all his 
irreligious couries. 

And that it may appear more evident, that the 
Inftitution of this Ne\y Authority, of Archpresbi- 
tery doth tend wholly to the advancement of the 
Spanifh, and to the overthrow of this flourifhing 
Commonwealth , by the Jefuites own Pretence 
therein : It may pleafe you all (dear Catholicks) 
to be advertiled 0/ two things concordant with 
what I rpeak ; one if a Letter of Father Parfon^s 
'own , Writing, wherein touching many particular 
Points , this maketh moft to our Purpole, viz. 

That therein is fet down in plain terms to this 

1 ^ ^^^^^ 
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efTed, v$z. How the Jefiiites are the moft iafbft 
Enemies both to the Cathoiick Church and 
Commonwealth, that afe this day in the World 
to be found. The other is^ of the Courfe that 
was taken at Rome^ by Parfon^s procurement, ^t 
fuch time as certain of us the Secular Priefts. 
did fend to our Mother City, to inform his Holi- 
nefi of the Inconveniences of the laid Archpref- 
bitery in this Land ; and what Mifehiefs were 
by all likelihoods ( as (ince they have certainly ) 
like to enfiie thereof to you C dear Cathdicks ) 
and us altogether, with our whole Nation : If 
the Jefuitical hot Violence and Impotence , in 
afpiring were not croffed, curbed, and infringe^^ 
in time, before their Difealc grew Remedilefs^, 
as welnigh it is fb in them. To the better' im- 
derftanding whereof, perufe and note diligently 
this Relation following. 

Mailer Bijhop and Mailer Chamock coming to 
Rome^ in the Names, of the Priefts of England^ to 
declare the eftate unto his Holinefs , went firil 
unto the French Embafladour refiding there , o* 
pening unto him the whole Caufe of their Le* 
[ation : Who demanded of them, Whether they 
lad brought a Letter in their behalf from the 
French King his Mailer or no ? They anfwered 
No, and that only they deiired his Furtherance, 
and his good Word to procure them Audience. 
Well (teith he^ I will do what I can for you : 
But if you had brought a Letter from my Mailer, 
the King, to further you in your Negotiation, I 
would have entred into the Adion with you : 
Whereas now I can but move the Pope^ as your 
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.Friendt Yet hearing that they were imprifbned, 
without aay Audience given , he went unto the 
Fope ^ and told him , That in the imprilbning 'i 

of thefe two Men , he had done that, whereof 
DO Example could be given in any Age. For 
( faith he ) if they had come in their own Names, 
they had deferved to be heard : But now com- 
ing in the Names of fb niany, and to be impri- 
ibned unheard , is fuch an Example as never : 

was leen. Therefore, I befeech yoiir Holinefi, 
give them Audience. Whereupon the Pope pro- 

\0u(ed that they fliould have Audience : And 
thus he departed. But forthwith cometh the 

^Spaniflh Ambaffadour ( fuborned by Pdrfoas , ) ] 

and dilTwadeth the Pope from that he had pro- ^ 

mifcd : Saying, That the two Priefts were Se- 
ditious; and /or that caufe came to fbw Sedition. 
And further laid ; That if he would give them 
Audience, in fo doing he would alienate his Ma- 
tter, the Spanifli King, from his AfFeftion to his I 
Ifolinels. Hereupon he denied them Audience 
again. The lecond time the French Ambaflador 
came and urged as before : And again Audience ^ 
was granted : Which being known unto the Je- 
fuites, they procured the iaid Spanifh AmbafTador 
to come agam to difTwade the Pope : Affirming, 
That it was a matter of greater importance than 
he conceived : And that he Ihould not give them 
Audience, if he intended to entertain his Mafter's 
Good- will. By this means they were excluded 
from doing their Meffage, caft in Prifbn, cruelly 
handled , Juftice violated , all Laws broken of 
God and Man, and the Archprieft violently intrud- 
ed upon us ; The Pope's Holinefs nor any other 
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. competent Judge under him, never as yet heaf-

ftanding this new Authority being forcibly, vio- 
lently, and moftunjuftly foifted in, asyouheafy 
only, wholly and abfolutely for none .other end 
but to advance the Jefuites ; to bring in this 
' Spaniard to populate , wafte and deftroy.thls 

whole Ifle, ) ought they the forefaid Secular 

Priefts to oppofe thejmlolves againft the Archprieft 

and Jefuites, on the behalf of the Whole Church,

at, bear withal, and put up with Patience all the 
Jeliiitical Slanders, Abufes, Obloquies, ReproaT 
ches, and what not Injurious^ Malicious^ Envious,, 
Calumniation oflFeredby. them, until ( even mira^ 
culoufly ) by the Jefuites procurement, it capie.to 
tryal, whether they or we, or both, were Traitors .

Difobedient we 
are for the Honour of Priefthood to the Jefuiti- 
cal , Proud , . Ambitious , Afpiririg , Arrogant , 
Haughty Comnaands ; becaufe obedient to the 
Ancient, Apoftolical, Catholick, Romifh, Ec*
